REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT  OF  THE 
KENT  AND  CANTERBURY  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  YEAR  1944. 


In  presenting  the  151st  Annual  Report,  the  Board  of  Management  regrets 
that  owing  to  war  conditions  it  is  again  necessary  to  publish  an  abridged  report 
and  to  omit  many  interesting  details  of  the  work  of  the  hospital. 

THE  RETIREMENT  OF  MISS  A.  F.  PURCHAS,  M.B.E.— By  the  time  this 
Report  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Governors,  the  Hospital  will  have  lost  the  devoted 
help  of  Miss  A.  F.  Purchas,  M.B.E.,  who  has  been  Matron  for  the  past  tw7enty-five 
years.  During  her  tenure  of  office  the  Hospital  has  emerged  from  a  small  to  a 
large  and  well-known  Provincial  training  school. 

To  the  nurses  she  has  been  an  inspiration  and  a  friend  and  it  is  due  to  her 
that  the  nursing  at  the  Hospital  has  a  widespread  and  well  deserved  reputation 
for  efficiency  and  skill. 

Miss  Purchas  stood  for  all  that  is  noblest  and  best  in  Hospital  work.  To 
her  strong  sense  of  duty  she  brought  gentleness  and  tolerance,  and  the  high 
standard  she  set  and  maintained  will  long  be  remembered  with  pride  and 
gratitude. 

These  thanks  and  sentiments  have  been  echoed  throughout  town  and 
country  by  nurses  and  patients  whom  she  has  helped  and  guided. 

All  who  know  Miss  Purchas  hope  that  she  will  enjoy  good  health  and 
happiness  in  her  retirement. 

SERVICES  RENDERED  TO  PATIENTS.— For  the  first  five  months  of 
the  year,  well  over  200  beds  were  occupied  daily,  but  for  nearly  five  months  after 
"D”  Day  the  occupation  was  about  half  that  figure,  as  many  beds  were  kept  in 
readiness  for  war  casualties.  This  accounts  for  the  daily  average  occupation  of 
beds  being  only  175. 

The  Board  thanks  the  Public  for  accepting  a  position  which  entailed  in  some 
instances  several  weeks  waiting  for  In-patient  treatment. 

New  Out-Patients  numbered  17,494  and  there  were  53,092  attendances. 
These  figures  serve  to  indicate  how  extremely  busy  the  Out-Patient  Department 
has  been  throughout  the  year. 

The  Board  is  most  conscious  of  the  need  for  patients  to  receive  advice 
and  treatment  promptly  and  efficiently.  Consideration  continues  to  be  given  to 
ways  and  means  of  extending  accommodation,  clinics  and  convalescent  treatment. 

NEW  DEPARTMENTS. — On  8th  December,  Miss  Florence  Horsbrugh 
P.C.,  C.B.E.,  (Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Health)  visited  the 
Hospital  and  opened  the  new  unit  in  which  twelve  beds  are  provided  for  com¬ 
plicated  maternity  patients.  This  additional  accommodation  should  be  of  great 
benefit  until  a  permanent  building  can  be  erected.  The  Hospital’s  normal  com¬ 
plement  of  beds  is  now  195. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  providing  full  rehabilitation  services 
for  In  and  Out-Patients.  A  special  unit  has  been  built  through  the  help  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  This  should  be  of  considerable  aid  to  patients  who,  as  a 
result  of  injury  or  illness,  need  specialised  treatment  or  instruction  before 
resuming  work. 

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  of  expressing  grateful  thanks  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  much  encouragement  and  assistance,  and  is  pleased 
to  continue  to  co-operate  in  the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme. 

PLANNING  AND  A  NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE.— Much  thought 
has  been  given  to  post-war  developments.  The  need  for  more  comprehensive 
arrangements  for  convalescent  treatment  has  been  discussed  and  the  Board 
has  kept  in  mind  the  place  of  the  Hospital  in  a  unified  health  service. 

Already  the  Hospital  is  co-operating  with  many  neighbouring  Hospitals  in 
connection  with  the  reciprocal  treatment  of  members  of  contributory  schemes, 
the  provision  of  comprehensive  pathological  and  bacteriological  services,  X-Ray 
and  Radium  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  cancer,  and  in  many  other 
matters  of  policy  and  administration. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  last  Report  the  Government  has  issued  its 


White  Paper  on  "A  National  Health  Service.”  The  Board  will  welcome  any  steps 
taken  to  secure  a  co-ordinated  health  service  and  is  desirous  of  widening  co¬ 
operation  between  the  local  and  central  authorities.  The  members  await  with 
interest  the  result  of  the  discussions  now  taking  place  between  the  British 
Hospitals  Association  and  the  Minister  of  Health.  They  believe  that  the  Kent 
and  Canterbury  Hospital  can  contribute  a  great  deal,  particularly  if  by  legislation 
it  is  given  the  right  opportunities. 

FINANCE. — Notwithstanding  the  difficulties  of  the  year  the  General  Fund 
income  shows  a  credit  balance  of  £5,374  3s.  6d.  (see  details  on  accounts). 

Included  in  the  Ministry  of  Plealth  payment  of  £23,  563  3s.  Od.  is  the  sum 
of  £6,704  due  on  the  Hospital’s  claims  for  1942  and  1943. 

Sincere  appreciation  is  expressed  to  the  Hon.  Hospital  Representatives, 
Stewards  and  the  members  of  the  Contributory  Scheme  for  their  record  collection 
of  £19,113  19s.  Id. 

Included  under  the  heading  of  Donations  are  the  proceeds  of  such  special 
efforts  as  the  Old  English  Fayre,  Alexandra  Rose  Day  collections,  and  a  Gymkhana 
and  Horse  Show. 

Legacies  and  special  donations  amounting  to  £3,044  7s.  9d.  have  been 
received  and  invested. 

The  final  account  of  the  New  Hospital  Building  Fund  disclosed  that  the  cost 
of  the  building  and  equipment  was  £170,447  9s.  7d.  Of  this,  £118,708  11s.  6d. 
has  been  collected,  leaving  a  debit  balance  of  £51,738  18s.  Id. 

MEDICAL  STAFF. — The  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  has  again 
given  expert  skill  and  attention  to  the  patients.  An  expression  of  gratitude  is 
extended  to  the  members  for  professional  services  over  a  period  during  which 
heavy  calls  were  made  on  their  time  and  energy. 

Th  death  of  Mr.  P.  S.  C.  Sutcliffe,  L.D.S.,  R.C.S.,  honorary  dental  surgeon, 
is  deeply  regretted.  His  sympathetic  help  so  readily  given  during  the  past 
twenty-four  years  will  be  much  missed. 

NURSING  STAFF. — Miss  J,  Addison,  S.R.N.,  D.N.,  has  been  appointed 
Matron  to  succeed  Miss  A.  F.  Purchas,  and  the  Board  wishes  her  all  success  in  her 
important  and  arduous  task. 

In  February  last  Miss  H.  Beynon  succeeded,  as  Assistant  Matron,  Miss 
D.  de  M.  Warren,  who  left  to  become  Matron  at  the  Croydon  General  Hospital. 

A  Preliminary  Training  Schol  was  established  during  the  year  and  its  early 
success  augurs  well  for  the  future.  Examination  results  revealed  the  high 
standard  of  training  afforded  to  Student  Nurses,  and  the  Board  is  proud  to  learn 
of  the  success  of  former  members  now  serving  in  various  parts  of  the  world. 

FURTHER  ACKNOWLEDGMENTS.— The  Board  sincerely  thanks  ail 
voluntary  helpers  and  organisations  for  the  splendid  help  given  so  freely. 

Special  reference  must  be  made  to  the  practical  asisstance  given  by  the 
members  of  the  Linen  League  and  Samaritan  Fund  Committee. 

Many  calls  were  made  for  the  advice  of  Alderman  G.  M.  Kingsford, 
Hon.  Solicitor.  The  Board  is  pleased  to  record  its  appreciation  of  his  valuable 
help,  especially  in  connection  with  the  establishment  of  the  Longbotham  Bequest 
Scheme. 

At  all  times  the  local  Press  has  given  generous  and  sympathetic  support, 
for  which  the  Board  is  most  appreciative. 

The  Board  acknowledges  the  loyalty  of  all  sections  of  the  salaried  staff, 
which  has  again  resulted  in  efficient  services  being  provided. 

CONLUSION.- — The  conclusion  which  the  Board  is  able  to  reach  on  the 
year’s  work  is  that  the  Hospital  has  the  support  and  interest  of  every  section  of 
the  public.  This  should  be  of  great  help  in  enabling  the  Hospital  to  play  an 
important  part  in  the  health  services  of  the  country  and  in  shaping  its 
future  policy.
